Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed on 4/14/08, with respect to claims 20- 
23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art of record fails to show 
adjusting the wrap angle of the web as it passes through the nip during the course of 
winding the web roll to obtain a desired roll hardness distribution. Thus, the rejections of 
Breacker '880, Muller '117, and Griffin '586 have been withdrawn.
